we get it, rather than add a mill or a 
half mill more than we expect and let 
the council cut it down. We wish the 
members of the city council to respect 
cur sincerity in asking for the money. 

In considering methods of increasing 
the tax levy we must first have public 
opinion favoring the library. The only 
way to get this is to give prompt serv- 
ice to each and every patron. This is 
not only our business, but is the greatest 
advertisement the library can have. The 
good word of a satisfied patron goes far 
to make the members of the council re- 
alize that the city is making a good in- 
vestment in the library. 

We must not leave the council mem- 
bers to find out from some one else only 
the value of the library. Neither is it 
enough for library officials to go to them 
once a year to ask for money. If possible 
we must have them as library patrons 
and call their attention to books on sub- 
jects they are or should be interested in. 
It might be well to send books to them 
if they do not call at the library. 

The librarian should know the coun- 
cilmen personally, and she can with 
profit read to them, as a council, the 
annual library report. It may be well 
to eliminate some of the less interesting 
facts but we have found that they are 
very much interested and surprised at 
the magnitude of our work. We have 
had the pleasant experience in Sioux 
City of having the mayor, who was run- 
ning for another term of office, say in 
his platform that he wanted ‘‘to see the 
public library continue to run on the 
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same high plane of efficiency as at pres- 
ent. 2? 

Much of the work of creating public 
opinion in fat or of the library rests with 
the librarian and her staff with the 
strong support and encouragement of 
the library board. As well as doing this 
the librarian must have vision as to the 


future of the library, she must plan the © 


development and convince the trustees 
of the value of the work and they in 
turn, we hope, will convince the council. 

In order that this article may be prac- 
tical I will outline the methods we used 
in Sioux City three years ago when we 
asked and obtained a decided increase 
in our appropriation. We are fortunate 
in having a lawyer on our board, who, 
when he undertakes to do a thing usu- 
ally does it. He was convinced that our

studied the situation much as he would 
if it had been a legal case, I judge. He 
studied what was being done in other 
places, and drew up comparative sta- 
tistics to prove that we were behind 
other cities the size of ours. He then 
went to the council with definite facts 
in mind and on paper. 

The following tabulations were pre- 
pared : 


1. Cost of maintaining the Library per 

capita. 

The table gave the population, library 
appropriaticn and cost per capita in 26 
cities about the size of Sioux City. 

2. Cost of circulation per book. 

(This is not a fair estimate as many 
other things are done besides loaning 
books but is interesting.) 

The table gave total annual circulation 
of books, and total appropriation and 
cost per book. 

3. Amount of tax with 2 mill levy or over. 
Names of towns in Iowa that had Library 
levy of 2 mills or over with population 
of each. 

4. Increase in levy for all city departments 

in local city, 

Showing increase for last ten years. This 
will often show that the Library has not 
kept pace with other departments. 

5. Value of a Public Library.

Local Historical Materials.*

» One seems to feel that in order to

and to bring into her administrative 
channels only volumes that come within 
reach, that are bound, titled and pub- 
lished. Even when the subject matter is 
of more technical character than is de- 
manded, strictly in your administration, 
it is something not eagerly sought. 

I am not sure that many of our li- 
braries go far in accepting even as 
gifts the books that properly fall into 
the groups that popularly are called 
special or technical, but since the His- 
torical Department is making a very 
strong effort to secure possession of all 
the available books, and all practical 
information along ore of these lines 
—that of local history—usually not em- 
phasized, it is apparent to us how read- 
ily you could co-operate in doing for the 
public generally and your localities 
especially, a sevrice as yet undone. I 
refer to Local Historical Materials. 

For our purposes we will distinguish 
historical materials as ‘‘local’’ if they 
relate to events, processes or indi- 
viduals, as individuals or as they may 
be associated in other than a national 
or larger social way, such as is usually 
understood by the loosely used terms, 
‘local self-government,’’ ‘‘civie com- 
munity,’’ ete., as distinguished from the 
greater political movements wherein we 
as individuals are relatively of small im- 
portance. 

So I should like to suggest that all 
libraries in Iowa look about them and 
decide whether there is not a work of 
seizing and saving materials tending to 
dignify and bless the people as they 
pass, but which are in nearly every in- 
stance overlooked, and in every one of 
which I know without library over- 
sight and administration. I refer to 
the publie records and materials in our 
township, municipal and county offees. 

If a stranger should come to you and 
ask the date and circumstances under 
which a given township was organized, 
you would doubtless refer him to some 
old resident who could give him the in- 
formation, or perchance, you have a 
printed history of your county that 
contains the information. ; 
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But such luck as the stranger may 
have from your ingenuity is not fair to 
yourself or to the object of the strang- 
er’s solicitude. He knows, if he knows 
much about Iowa public affairs, that 
somewhere, sometime, an official or 
group of officials received statutory 
power to establish the township, and 
that the power which granted the 
authority required that record be made 
and authenticated ; that the officials who 
acted and he who made the record were 
not only on honor to do wisely, but 
were likewise under bond and on oath 

* to perform their duty. 

Your stranger knows also that such 
officials merely preceded others who in 
turn gave way, and that the establish- 
ment and evolution of that township 
is evidenced in an orderly, legible way, 
in a vault, on a shelf, in a series, and in 
all probability so bound, indexed and 
housed that he could locate his fact in 
one minute were the volume in your 
keeping. 

What is true of the origin of the 
township is multiplied in hundreds of in- 
stances in your court house and city 
hall. The story is told there of every 
family in your community. The tale of 
every highway, mill, church and ceme- 
tery in outline form is there set forth 
so that one with ingenuity and imagi- 
nation may reproduce the narrative, 
construct the history or reveal the 
tracery of accomplishment that embel- 
lishes each of our Iowa towns and cities, 
townships and cotinties almost beyond 
the similar features of their counter- 
parts in older states. 

Such records in bound form and pi- 
geonhole arrangement are in existence or 
are not, just as officials have or have not 
done their full duty. But these officials 
have not been required to arrange or 
catalogue these things. Only the recent 
claim registers and fiduciary and court 
records that are needed in the conduct 
of current affairs; the marriage records 
of the same and slightly older periods; 
the records of land titles and liens on 
that and other property are so arranged 
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in every office I have examined # a 
incumbent of the office can go g 
and accurately to them.

But in this and other 
matters of public library legislation it 
would seem only fair that they should 
be first presented to the Legislative Com- 
mittee of the I. L. A. representing au: vu 
libraries of the state that there m> 
opportunity for discussion by all and 
that the wishes of the majority may be 
considered and no bill affecting all the 
libraries be introduced without their 
knowledge. 





In Place of Sets.
